LAWSUITS THREATEN HAMPTONS SUBWAY 

Charles Bermanoff, the furniture billionaire who 
has a home in Sagaponack, has filed a lawsuit 
against Hamptons Subway claiming a portion of 
it runs under and across his front lawn, which it 
does. He and his guests endure much pain and 
suffering. A squealing metal sound and bursts 
of smelly air come up through a metal subway 
grating on his lawn when a train comes through. 


And in the summer, the water in his swimming 
pool shivers at these times even when there is 
nobody swimming in the pool. 

Bermanoff has also filed paperwork in the 
county claiming ownership of the subway tunnel 
where it passes under his lawn. He bases his claim 
on the existence of the vent on his lawn. The vent 
grating, which he clearly owns because it is at 
ground level, is attached to “a large underground 
tubelike structure” that stretches entirely from 
his eastern property line to his western property 
line, and thus is his to dig up or “do whatever he 
wishes” to. 

Furthermore, he’s filed another legal action 
against the Wainscott Zoning Department, stating 
that he can find no building permit or C of O ever 
issued issued that would permit any structure to 
be built on or below his property. 

Lawyers for the Hamptons Subway take these 
actions seriously because after searching ‘far and 
wide they indeed find that no permit or C of O has 
ever been issued. 

“Perhaps the whole subway system is illegal,” 
one of the company’s lawyers, Marvin Tool, 
said yesterday. 

The subway system was built in 1927. That was 


before zoning. No permits were needed. Everybody 
just built whatever they wanted wherever they 
wanted. It wasn’t until the 1960s when zoning 
came in that permits were required, issued only 
when certain conditions were met. Everything 
prior to 1962 was declared legal because they 
were, as the saying went, “grandfathered in.” 

This would normally be an “open and shut case” 
Hamptons Subway lawyer Marvin Tool said, 
“except for the fact that the developer who built 
the subway system in 1927 never opened it.” 

As everyone knows, Ivan Kratz, the builder of 
Hamptons Subway, got into legal trouble, sealed it 
up, took to drink and died of cirrhosis of the liver 
in 1938. It wasn’t until 1997 that the existence 
of the never opened subway was discovered by 
workmen in Sag Harbor digging down to clean 
up a superfund site. Their digging went straight 
through the ceiling of the Sag Harbor platform. 

“Nobody ever got a permit,” Mr. Tool said. 
“Everyone was so happy to find an operational 
subway system in the Hamptons all ready to go 
they just flicked the switch and started it up. As a 
result, what is now the Hampton Subway might 
just legally be considered a matter of oil, gas and 
mineral underground rights, with a permit there 
for the taking.” 

Commissioner Aspinall of course immediately 
filed for such a permit, but found that Bermanoff 
had beaten him to it.

HAMPTONS POLICE ADDRESS REGION’S 

NUMBER TWO PROBLEM 

Top brass at the Hamptons Police Department 
came under fire this week for their apparent 
failure to enforce dog cleanup laws on local 
beaches. The revelation came when Hamptons 
Municipal Board-hired contractors, Brown & 
Greene Technologies (BGT), attempted to.dredge 
up sand to shore up dunes on Monday but quickly 
learned that dog excrement made up close to 50% 
of excavated material. 

“It appears that massive amounts of feces left 
on our beaches has slowly migrated into the sea, 
creating a significant underwater substrate no 
one thought possible,” BGT President Ernst Stuhl 
explained at a press conference Wednesday. “It 
turns out that wasn’t a sandbar everyone’s been 
standing on, but I'll spare you the gory details.” 

Soon after Stuhl delivered his firm’s report, 
various area officials began passing blame 
around like a hot potato. Unfortunately, a lack 
of oversight and failure to hand out even a single 
ticket to those not picking up after dogs left 
Hamptons Police holding the proverbial bag. 


“Well, it might not look so 
good for our department, but 
citizens need to understand 
how difficult it is for us to 
stop determined dog owners 
from ignoring the law,” HPD 
spokesman Rex Gallant said 
late this week. “These people 
just let their dogs off the leash 
and they disappear from view. 
How are we supposed to 
follow ever poodle, Labrador 
or dachshund to see if and 
where they go?” 

“It seems Mr. Gallant forgot that allowing 
dogs off-leash is also illegal in the Hamptons,” 
said Citizens Reporting Animal Poo founder 
Jerry McVain, who claims to regularly film and 
report offenders at the beach in front of his 
home in Sagaponack. “The sad fact is, we have 
no police presence, especially in the offseason, 
and beachfront property owners, as well as 
beachgoers, have to suffer for it.” 

Stuhl says all may not be lost, however. He 
explains that BGT is currently working on a new 
technology to sterilize the feces and return it to 
the dunes and sea, “where it will actually make an 
even more effective, long-lasting and somewhat 
Squishy stratum that also happens to be really 
easy on the feet.” 


LAWMAKERS TAKE HAMPTONS COPS 
AT THEIR WORD 
As of Wednesday, February 5, Hamptons 
Municipal Court has ruled that the Hamptons 
Police Department no longer needs witness 
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testimony or evidence to 
convict local criminals. 
The controversial decision, 
published this week, points 
out that police wouldn’t arrest 
people unless they already 
had an ironclad case against 
guilty parties, and nothing 
new would be learned about 
each case, since “all important 
facts and relevant information 
are already detailed in 
police documents.” Besides, 
lawmakers say, talking to 
more people and exhibiting additional materials 
would only clog up the courts and slow the 
progress of justice. 

“Alternative facts won’t help anyone,” the 
written decision explains. “This law is all about 
upholding the American way—it’s not up to the 
citizenry to question those in charge,” the judges 
who authored it argue, adding, “We cannot simply 
allow people to speak freely or write whatever 
opinions they want when we have leaders to 
decide such things.” 

In an effort to silence the very vocal opposition 
to this new law, the East End Judiciary added an 
amendment to their decision, noting that, under 
certain circumstances—and only at the discretion 
of lawmakers and local leaders—some perps will 
enjoy the same rights as police. “These special 
cases, where the accused are exonerated and not 
forced to endure the hardship of so-called victim 
or witness testimony, must, of course, be left to 
the better judgment of our respected leaders, who 
always know what’s best for us.”

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“Keep It

Captain Kidd, the pirate, buried treasure on 
Gardiners Island. People have written about it 
from time to time. Often accompanying these 
stories are drawings of Captain Kidd, in full 
pirate regalia, standing on the island alongside 
two of his crew, who, using shovels, are digging 
the hole where the treasure is to be placed. 
Indeed, today on the island a historical marker 
sits in front of a pile of stones to indicate where 
the pirate buried the loot. 

Recently, I came across a 1,000-word letter 
written in 1699 by Jonathan Gardiner, the 
proprietor of the island at that time. Gardiner 
wrote this letter to the Earl of Bellomont, a 
powerful British government figure based in 
Boston who had hired Kidd as a privateer. Kidd’s 
job was to go out in a ship Bellomont paid for and 
steal treasures from French freighters. England 
was at war with France. But as Kidd had captured 
treasure, then never turned any of it over to 
Bellomont, Bellomont was furious. He declared 
Kidd an outlaw and a pirate and put a price on 
his head. And when he learned Kidd’s treasure 
was on the island, he wrote on the king’s behalf to 
Jonathan Gardiner, demanding it back. Gardiner 
was happy to be rid of it. He was a farmer who 
had no use for this treasure. Indeed, this treasure 
had been thrust upon him. And Captain Kidd 
said he'd kill Gardiner and his family if it wasn’t 
there when he came back to pick it up. Now 
Kidd was in a Boston prison. And he wouldn’t be 
coming back. 

I found this letter in a century-old book called 
The Book of Buried Treasure by Ralph D. Paine, 
and Mr. Paine, in comments he wrote about the 
letter, had this to say.. 

“This artless recital [of his encounter with 
Kidd] has every earmark of truth, and it was 
confirmed in detail by other witnesses and later 
events.” 

The letter does not, however, indicate anything 
was buried. And it is also clear that the pirate 
himself never set foot on Gardiners Island. 

Needless to say, immediately after receiving 
this letter, Lord Bellomont had the treasure on 
Gardiners Island in his possession. 

Much of the letter is not only artless, but it is 
written in the flowery Old English style that was 
popular at the time. Here’s the essence of the 
letter, in modern words. 

Early one evening, Gardiner wrote, I saw a 
sloop with six guns riding at anchor off my island 
near our farmhouse. It just sat there, and so two 
days later in the evening, I rowed out and went 
on board to say hello.

THIS NEVER HAPPENED: CAPTAIN KIDD AND PIRATES BURYING TREASURE ON GARDINERS ISLAND 


The captain met me as I climbed aboard, 
introducing himself as Captain Kidd. I’d never 
heard of him. But he was friendly. He asked how 
my family was and I told him they were fine. He 
said he was on his way to Boston to meet with 
his financial backer, the Earl of Bellomont, and 
asked if I could take three young slaves, two 
boys and a girl, ashore to keep them safe until he 
returned to pick them up. I said I would do that. 


I rowed the three to shore. 

About two hours later, a small boat from the 
sloop was rowed ashore with two bales of goods 
and another slave boy, which I also took. 

The next morning, the rowboat again came to 
shore and the rowers asked me to come out to 
talk to the captain again. When I got there, he 
asked if I could spare six sheep and a barrel of 
cider. He was very persistent, so I said I could do

that and so sent for two of my men to come out so 
I could order that done. 

While my men were off getting those things, 
Kidd gave me a gift for my wife of beautiful 
muslin and Bengali fabric. He showed it and then 
put it in a bag for me, and then 15 minutes later, 
added three more pieces of fabric to the bag. 

When my men arrived with the cider and 
sheep, Kidd gave the men each a piece of Arabian 
_ gold for their trouble and then offered to pay me 
for the sheep and the cider. I said he’d given us 
more than enough with the present for myself 
and my wife. He then gave more things to my 
men, including muslin bandannas. 

And so we once again left. When we were 
seen to be safely on shore, Kidd fired four guns 
- as a salute. And then he sailed: off, headed for 
Block Island. © 

Three days later, the sloop dropped anchor 
again just offshore. And once again, Kidd sent his 
men in a rowboat to fetch me out to see him. 

Aboard the sloop, Kidd asked me to hold still 
more things until he returned. They were a box of 
gold, a bundle of quilts, a metal chest filled with 
valuables and three heavy bags of other valuables. 

Then two of his crewmen, named Cooke and 
' Parrat, stepped forward and asked me to keep 
two bags of silver weighing 30 pounds for them. 
And then another mate asked me to keep a small 
bundle of gold and gold dust of about a pound. 
This mate also gave me a gift of a sash and a pair 
of worsted stockings. I stayed a little longer and 
then Kidd, seeing I was about to leave, gave me a 
bag of sugar. He also said that if the things he’d 


left with me were not there when he got back, he 


would kill me and my family. Then I was rowed 
ashore and the sloop left for Boston. 
ee 

It is interesting to read that at no time did 
Captain Kidd either step on the island, bury 
anything on the island or even ask Gardiner to 
bury anything on the island. He was just to keep 
it safe until he got back. 

This letter to Bellomont concludes with a long, 
detailed list of what Gardiner was to guard. It 
is the only treasure Kidd ever left in somebody 
else’s care, as far as we know. Here’s the list. 

1. One Bag dust Gold. 

2. One Bag Coined Gold and in it silver. 

3. One parcel dust Gold. 

4.'One Bag three Silver Rings and Sundry 
precious stones. One bag of unpolished Stones. 
One ps. of Cristol and Bazer Stone, Two Cornelion 
Rings, two small Agates. Two Amathests all in the 
same bag. 

5. One Bag Silver Buttons and a Lamp. 

6. One Bag broken Silver. 

7. One Bag Gold Bars. 

8. One Bag Gold Bars. 

g. One Bag Dust Gold. 

10. One Bag of Silver Bars. 

11. One Bag Silver Bars. 

The whole of the Gold above mentioned is 
Eleven hundred, and Eleven ounces, Troy Weight. 

The silver is Two Thousand, three Hundred, 
Fifty-three ounces. 

The Jewels or Precious Stones Weight are 
seventeen Ounces ... an Ounce, and Six... Stone 
by Tale. 

The Sugar is Contained in Fifty-Seven Baggs. 


The Merchandize is 
Forty-one Bailes. 


The Canvas is Seventeen pieces.

One could speculate that because Gardiner was 
running a large farm operation on this 18-square- 
mile island there would be prying eyes noting 
where all this stuff was being kept, and so it might 
be best for Gardiner to go off by horse and wagon 
into the woods alone and bury the stuff where 
only he’d know where it was. He couldn’t just 
store it in a shed or under a bed, after all. 

In the end, Captain Kidd’s treasure was 
collected by Lord Bellomont’s agents from 
Gardiners. Island, taken to Boston and then to 
London. Kidd, meanwhile, after remaining in a 
Boston prison for over a year, was transported 
to England, where he was held in the Tower of 
London, tried, convicted of piracy and murder, 
and then hung.

Nearly 300 years later, I met with Robert 
David Lion Gardiner, the 17th Lord of Gardiners 
Island—it’s still in the family—who told me that 
he and.his wife had gone to London to attend 
the 1951 coronation of Queen Elizabeth. “I had 
brought a copy of the list of treasures my ancestor 
gave to Lord Bellomont’s agents. I wondered 
if the Queen had a list of what was received in 
London from Boston. She said she would have 
one of her chamberlains look into it, and she did. 
The lists did not match. London received less 
than Gardiner had sent. Sticky fingers along the 
way showed a crime had been committed that we 
had just discovered 300 years later. Ha.” ga.

Environmental Group from Afar Makes Off with Duck Pond Ducks

Peoplewhohavealready arrived 
in the beautiful Hamptons have 
often fought to prevent those 
who come later from horning 
their way in.

They swooped in aboard station wagons and 
SUVs with binoculars, nets and waders to splash 
knee deep into the pond to capture what they said 
were sick ducks in need of being netted and taken 
to safety. Many visitors, local environmentalists 
and caretakers looked on aghast as this happened. 
So did the ducks themselves, according to East 
Hampton Ladies Village Improvement Society 
(LVIS) Nature Trail committee head Dianne 
Benson, nearly all of whom swam off hysterically, 
she claimed, hoping not to get Ses es -

The Duck Pond battlefield is 
a 24-acre village-owned nature 
trail, pond and babbling brook 
that encourages ducks and any © 
other wildfowl to fly in, take up 
residence and be fed duck food 
by anybody who wants to do so. 
There are five parking spaces. 
Every day the ducks quack and 
the kids squeal. Adults holding hands can walk 
across the little wooden footbridges that cross the 
brooks. There are park benches and tree stumps 
on which to sit. It’s a happy place. It’s been there 
for over a hundred years, they say. 

And the park is taken care of by the locals. East 
Hampton Village owns it. The Village Department

locals might try to interfere. 
The Village Police, Benson 
said, seemed sheepish about 
having been for this.-But they 
kept the two sides apart. No 
punches were thrown. 

A woman named Meghan 
Bambrick said it was she who 
had sounded the alarm by 
calling the SCPCA. John di 
Leonardo of Malverne—78 
miles away, as the crow flies— 
directed the invasion. He is 
the Senior Manager, Animals in Entertainment 
& Grassroots Campaigns at PETA (People 
for the Ethical Treatment of Animals), and also 
executive director of Long Island Orchestrating 
for Nature (LION). He. wrote on Facebook, 
“Domestic Fowl are thinking, feeling, individuals, 
not school science experiment.” He also wrote, 


referring to the East Hampton duck battle, “Once 
the ducks have recovered from ‘their injuries, 
they will be placed together in a private home 
or reputable, vegan sanctuary where they will be 


‘provided shelter and veterinary care and live out 


their days being loved without any fear of being 
eaten.” : 

The ducks were all aflutter as these concerned 
environmentalists splashed around. Di Leonardo 
noted, the Star reported, that these were helpless 
domestic ducks amongst the wild ducks and said 
what they took away were a Pekin Duck, a Cayuga 
duck and a Rouen Duck. Among the maladies he 
cited were fungal or bacterial infections or badly 
swollen feet. 

Some locals said they should have had name 
tags—the people from afar, not the ducks— 
perhaps from the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, and they should have 
come with a representative of a local group, 
maybe the Evelyn Alexander Wildlife Rescue 
Center, which takes care of wildlife locally. 
Di Leonardo, addressing this later, said they'd 
worked with other wildlife rescue organizations 
before but these ducks were domestic, 
not wildlife. 

Further sniping continued on Facebook and in 
the local press. Here were some of the comments, 
the Star reported: 

Leave the East Hampton ducks alone. We 
want to support our local wildlife rescuers—not 
poachers from up island. They act like they are 
the champions of the duck world. Who asked you 
to come to East Hampton? 

There was support for the invasion. Well, the 
end result is the ducks are safe.

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Six Presidents: Tyler, Arthur, TR, Nixon, Clinton, Trump

ver the years, there have been six presidents 
who graced the East End with their presence. 

One of them was not George Washington, but 
he tried. He’d won the war, and though president 
was in poor health when he came out Long Island 
in April 1790. He had hoped to come to Montauk 
but only got as far as Setauket, a three-day 
journey in a carriage over bumpy roads. Then, 
tired out, he turned back and returned to New 
York City. 

In 1791, Thomas Jefferson came out east 
with James Madison, together but before either 
became president. They were not headed for 
the Hamptons. The goal was to stop at the 
William Floyd Estate in Mastic Beach and, 
using that as a base, go see the remnants of 
the Unquachog Indian tribe, where Jefferson 
hoped to find someone who still spoke the old 
Unquachog language so he could translate it into 
English before it went extinct. He did find an old 
woman who spoke it, and he then joyfully spent 
a day with her writing the translations in a large 
notebook. He put the notebook into a trunk, 
returned with it to Philadelphia and then had it 
shipped to his estate in Virginia. Unfortunately, a 
stevedore stole the trunk, found nothing in it of 
value and threw everything in it into the harbor, 
keeping the trunk. . 

President Tyler courted and won the hand of 
the young Julia Gardiner of East Hampton and 
married her in 1844, while in office. He turned 
out to be an awful president. Before his term

ended, he was thrown out of his party 
and did not even run for a second term. 

Chester Arthur, a lieutenant in the 
corrupt Tammany Hall administration 
of New York City, built a large mansion 
in Sag Harbor, which, when he became 
president in 1880, became his summer 
White House. He is generally ranked 
in the bottom quarter of effective 
presidents by historians, largely for . 
signing into law the Chinese Exclusion 
Act, the first time a president had ever 
authorized blocking immigration of 
people because of their race. He was 
not selected by his party to run for 
a second term. (I should note that 
Chester Arthur was a vice president who got to 
be president because the president on his watch 
died—James Garfield was shot.) 

Teddy Roosevelt spent a month in Montauk 
with his Rough Riders and tens of thousands of 
other members of the U.S. Army in 1898, after 
the Spanish-American War. Many were sick with 
tropical fevers and it was felt that with the war 
over, they should be made to make camp in a 
remote area until they were no longer contagious 
before being allowed back to their hometowns. 

Richard Nixon spent vacations at the Montauk 
Lake Club and Gurney’s Inn resort in Montauk 
during the years he was president, and even 
wrote the acceptance speech for his 1968 
nomination at Gurney’s. After he was threatened 
with impeachment in 1974, he resigned. 

Bill and Hillary Clinton rented summer houses 
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in the Hamptons during his presidency and 
afterwards. He was at the Artist-Writers Game 
while still governor of Arkansas, and was there 
again last summer. He survived being impeached 
while in office. 

Donald ._ Trump visited the Hamptons 
occasionally before he became president. In the 
late 1980s he started a helicopter shuttle service 
between East Hampton Airport and Manhattan, 
but it failed. He also toyed with the idea of 
building a golf course in Sebonac but gave up 
on it after a while. Others came along to build 
it. I believe Trump also became a provisionary 
member of the Maidstone Club during those 
years. He once praised Dan’s Papers on the book 
jacket of the book In the Hamptons I wrote in 
2008. He also was impeached, but survived it.

rudo, translated from Italian or Spanish, 

means “raw.” Translated by Chef Kyle Koenig, 
Executive Chef at The Preston House & Hotel 
in Riverhead, it means, in a word, delicious, with 
an elegant interplay of sea bream, serrano chili, dried 
black olive, yuzu and mint.
